THE REMNANT LEFT. 


Gevea Members of the Parliament sf Can- 
ada, 1858, Yet Living. 

A correspondent writes in The.To- 
ronto Globe: During the latter part 
of December, 1857, and January, 
1858, a gencral election of members 
for the Varliament of Canada, then 
embracing Canada east and Canada 
west (Quebec and Ontario), was held, 
and was of more than usual interest 
owing ‘to the demand for representa- 
tion by population and other. mea- 
gures advocated by the Reform party 
under the leadership of Mr. Geo. 
Brown. There were s'xty-five mem- 
bers from Canada east and an equal 
number from Canada west, the re- 
Presentatives of the latter being, at 
the termination of the polling, whicn 
then lasted during a period of about 
three weeks, 88 Reformers and 27 
Conservatives, Mr. Brown, however, 
being elected in two constituencies— 
Toronto and North Oxford—but even- 
tually resigning the latter constitu- 
ency, Mr. William Macdougall being 
elected in his stead in May, 1858. 

In Canada east the Conservatives 
were largely in the majority, and 
thelr votes, added to their allies in 
the western Province, gave the ex- 
isting Macdonald-Cartier Govern- 
ment a substantial majority. Parlia- 
ment met in Toronto in February, 
1858, and of the 65 members from 
Canada west who were then sum- 
moned to meet in deliberation 63, I 
think, were in attendance, Dr. 


Church of North Leeds and Grenville | 


having died meanwhile, and North 
Oxford being without a representa- 
tive until the following May. Mr. 0. 
R. Gowan was subsequently chosen 
to succeed Dr. Church. Of the 63 
members alluded to I believe only 
seven are now living, they and their 
then constituencies being as follows: 
Peel, J. C. Aikins; London, John 
Carling; West York, W. P. Howland; 
North Oxford, Wm. Macdougall; 
South Ontario, “wer Wewet; Otta- 
wa, It. W. Scott; South Wellington, 
D. Stirton. 

Of these seven, two were supporters 
of the Macdonald-Cartier Govern- 
ment and five were opponents. I 
have written the foregoing purely 
from memory, but have no doubt 
that the facts I have stated are cor- 
rect, and I allude to them solely as 
interesting reminiscences. 


Climate of the Kiondike, 

Speaking of the climate of the 
Klondike, Mr. Stupart, director of 
the Canadian Meteorological Service, 
recently said: ‘‘The average annual 
mean temperature is about 22 de- 
grees; the mean of the three summer 
months is about 57 degrees, July be- 
ing 61 degrees; and the three winter 
months 16 degrees below zero, with 
January 23 degrees below. Spring 
may be said to be open towards the 
end of April, the last zero tempera- 
ture of the winter usually occurring 
about the Sth of this month. May, 
with an average tempcrature of 44 
degrees, is by no means an unplea- 
Sant month, and the 28rd is the av- 
erage date of the last frost of spring. 

Daily observations during five 
summers indicate that on the aver- 
age the temperature rises to 70 de- 
grees or higher on 46 days and to 
80 degrees or higher on 14 days; 90 
degrees was recorded in Dawson in 
June, 1899, and 95 degrees in July 
of the same year. 

These temperatures with much 
bright sunshine and an absence of 
frost during three months, together 
with the long days of a latitude 
within a few degrees of the Arctic

The Eskimos of Canada. 

The Census Bureau recently receiv- 
ed from Rev. G, Walton, Church of 
England missionary, at Fort George | 
on the east shore of Hudson Bay, | 
the schedules of an enumeration of 
Eskimos, in Ungava. The schedules | 
were not sent from Ottawa until the 
spring of 1901 and did*not reach the 
enumerator until the Eskimos had 
gone from their usual domicile at 
Big Whale River to their hunting 
grounds, a considerable distance 
north. Mr. Walton had, therefore, 
to wait until the spring of 1902, be 
fore he could take the census and it 
was not until the subsequent Sep 
tember that an opportunity occurred 
of forwarding to Ottawa the results 
of his labors. 

One hundred and severity-four Es- | 
kimos, which number only represent 
one-tlnird of the total, were counted 
There were altogether forty-two fam- 
ilies. All belong to the Church of 
England and almost qll the adults 
can read and write. A typical name 
for the head of a family is Ooch- 
aungWak and for qa wife Melukto,
